The main building 
may cost a little less to heat with 
most of the third floor closed, 
but to accommodate the first and 
second grades, the annex will be 
opened and this second building 
must be heated, The. only space 
left for a library is in the annex 
hall, It iz hardly the quiet place 
to read or study that one expects a 
library to be.

MORE THAN TWO ILLEGAL 
ON MOTORCYCLE 

Motorcycle operators are re- 
minded that there can be no more 
than two people riding on a motor- 
cycle, 

“Troopers enforcing the law are: 
concerned that motorcycle opera- 
tors seem not to be aware of the 
passenger riding requirements per- 
taining to those motorcycles de- 
signed to ‘carry more than one per- 
son,” said Colonel Allam H. Weeks, 
chief of the Maine State Police. 

Weeks said Troopers have stop- 
ped motorcycles that were carry- 
ing, besides the operator, two pas- 
sengers—with one of the passen- 
gers being a baby or a young 
child, 

Maine law (Title 29, sec. 960) 
states: “. ,. a passenger miay ride 
upon the permanent regtillar seat 
if designed for two persons, of 
upon another seat firmly attached 
to the rear or side of the opera- 
tor, and provided with foot rests 
or in a sidecar attached to the 
midtorcycle, . .”’.

LEAVE YOUNG WILDLIFE 
ALONE SAYS COMMISSIONER 

The .Maine Fish and Wildlife De- 
partment is issuing its annual re- 
quest to leave wildlife alone and 
to. refrain from feeding or “tam: 
ing” animals, 

‘Commissioner Glenn Manuel re: 
minds residents and visitors to 
Maine that this is the season when 
many ‘wildlife species have their 
young. Often when people find 
young wildlife — including fawn 
deer, baby birds, rabbits, raccoons 
and others—they believe them to 
be lost, 

In most cases, according to 
Manuel, the parents are simply 
off finding food, or have been 
frightened off by approaching hu- 
mans and ‘vould soom return if the 
young weré left undisturbed... 

“Usually whem young wildlife 
are picked up in the belief they 
are orphaned, they soon die,” 
Manuel says. Without special 
training for their care and hand- 
ling, most wildlife cantiot survive 
being handled. 

Another frequent problem is the 
artificial feeding of animals such 
as raccoons, bears and geese, Ani- 
Mails which grow dependent upon 
humans to feed them soon create 
problems for their benefactors 
and their neighbors, accorditg to

Twenty-three pedestrians were 
killed and 450 were injured on 
Maine roads during 1982 according 
to statistics released by the Maine 
State Police. 

Six (or one-fourth) of the ped- 
estrians killed were attempting 
to cross a road, and one was kill- 
ed crossing at an intersection, Sev- 
enteen (or nearly three-fourths) of 
the pedestrians killed had been 
involved in accidents that occurred 
after dark. In a number of these 
tragedies, the pedestrians: involved 
Wore dark clothing and some had 
been drinking, 

“These needless deaths could 
have been prevented if motorists 
had been. on the look out for ped- 
estrians and those walking had 
followed the pedestrian safety 
rules,” said Colonel Allan H. 
Weeks, chief of the Maine State 
Police, 

Col, Weeks said personal injury 
accidents and even death may be 
avoided if pedestrians nalk fac- 
ing traffic, wear bright-colored 
or reflective clothing, use a flash- 
light at night, and look both ways 
when crossing a road.
